Cabinet Meeting Held. 
The decree was issued after a 


cabinet meeting at which Premier 


Mussolini presided. It does not 
show the number of Jews who 
have settled within Italy in the 
last 19 years. 

' Returns from a census of Italian 
Jews less than two weeks ago have 


not been announced. The newspa- 


per Il Tevere, however, indicates 
70,000 have been counted, many 
more than were expected. 

No official information is avail- 


able to show the number of Jews 


affected by the decree but observ- 
ers estimate it at more than 10,000. 

Milan police recently reported 

2000 Jews had settled there after 
Germany's absorption of Austria 
last March 13. A large number 
also was reported at Turin, and 
other Austrian refugees have set- 
tled in Trieste and other Northern 
Italian cities. 
The last Italian census before the 
war listed 34,324 adherents of Ju- 
daism in 1911. A census in 1931 
recorded 47,435 persons who pro- 
fessed the Jewish religion. 

The decree defines as Jewish all 
persons born “of both parents of 
the Hebrew race regardless of re- 
ligion.”

MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 1—Presi- 


dent Lazaro Cardenas told the 
Mexican Congress today that Mex-

ernment would “continue its agra- 
rian program.” 

In his message, the President an- 
nounced that Mexico would pay 
only for the actual investments 
made by the American and British 
oil companies whose properties 
were expropriated last March 18. 

He said he would present a bill to 
Congress to prohibit the granting 
of long-term concessions in the fu- 
ture ta prevent development of an- 
other situation “like that of the oil 
companies,” 

He stressed that the law gave 
Mexico all mineral products below 
the surface of the earth. 

Mexico’s Answer. 

He said Mexico’s answer to the 
United States representations would 
be a reaffirmation of policies al- 
ready set forth.

Their rights to concessions thus 
were “invalidated,” Cardenas as- 
serted, and the Government, there- 
fore, “does not feel obligated to 
pay them anything but the bare 
amount of their investments, less 
depreciation.” 

Financial Situationo. 

Cardenas told the Congress that 
the financial situation of the coun- 
try was “satisfactory,” in spite of 


economic troubles caused by the 


conflict with foreign oil companies, 
reduction of exports and world con- 
ditions. 

The President's survey was con- 
tained in his message to the first 
meeting of a new session of Con- 
gress. All executive offices were 
closed for the day. 

Many foreign diplomats joined 
Cardenas’ hearers, hoping for re- 
velations concerning Mexico’s vexed 
relations with other rations. 

The President asserted that pres- 
ent financial conditions “guarantee 
a prompt return to normalcy.” He 
said the Government proposed to 


pay off its deficit before he leaves 


office in December, 1940. 
Cardenas reported that the Bank 
of Mexico’s reserves were 129,000,- 
000 pesos and deposits 95,000,000 pe- 
sos. These, he said, backed an is- 
sue of 210,000,000 pesos in notes.

Although these proposals have 
not been handed officially to Hen- 
leins’ party, it was believed here 
that F. T. A. Ashton-Gwatkin, of 
the British mediation mission, in- 
formed the Sudeten leader of their 
contents in a conference at Marien- 
bad last night. 

This was just Before Henlein’s 
departure for Germany to meet 
Hitler. It was not disclosed wheth- 
er Henlein had reached the Fueh- 
rer's mountain home, scene of many 
history-making conference in re- 
cent months. 

The names of the Generals sum- 
moned were not immediately an- 
nounced. 


British Ambassador Seeks Early 
Conference in Berlin. 
By ‘the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 1—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler returned from inspect- 
ing military fortifications to is 
mountain home near Berchtesga- 
den today, as Sir Nevile Henderson, 
British Ambassador, sought an 
early conference on the German- 
Czech dispute. 

British sources said Henderson

for a preliminary discussion. 

Afterwards, the informants said, 
an appointment with Hitler at his 
Bavarian retreat seemed likely. 

Having completed his whirlwind, 
five-day frontier inspection tour, 
Hitler turned his attention to the 
series of speeches he is to deliver 
during the annual Nazi Party Con- 
‘gress in Nurnberg beginning next 
Monday. His final inspection visit 
was to a point on the German- 
Swiss frontier near Basel, Switzer- 
land. 

Annual Proclamation Monday. 

The first of the Chancellor’s par- 
ty rally addresses will be his an- 
nual proclamation to the Nazi par- 
ty, to be read at the formal open- 
ing, in which he customarily re- 
views Nazi achievements of the 
past and sounds keynotes for the 
future. 

Genera] interest in the proclama- 
tion this year centered about Hit- 
ler’s possible references to the dis- 
pute in Czechoslovakia, where 4,- 
500,000 Sudeten Germans demand a 
measure of independence. Informed 
sources believed the proclamation 
might contain Hitler’s public an- 
swer to a message conveyed to the 
Fuehrer from British Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain by Hen- 
derson. 

It was considered equally possi- 
ble Hitler might réserve discussion 
of the danger-fraught Czech dispute 
until Sept. 12, when he is to give 
his final address before the Nazi 
convention. 

The usual crop of rumors that 
the Reichstag would be summoned 
during the rally circulated today. 
Hitler has described the rally as 
“a virtual Reichstag (Parliament) 
during which an account is ren- 
dered of the Government's and the 
party’s stewardship.” When Hit- 
ler summoned the Reichstag dur- 
ing the 1935 rally to pass the so- 
ealled racial laws, nobody knew 
two days in advance that he in- 
tended to summon the Reichstag 
members. 

A German protest to Czechoslo- 
vakia, which would be the third 
within a week, appeared likely over 
an alleged ambush yesterday when

Newspaper Comment. 

Newspapers asked, “who dares to 
absolve the instigators, especially 
in a case where Czech violence 
clearly begins to run over into dis- 
turbances of peace, the conse- 
quences of which cannot be calcu- 
lated in advance?” 

Another report adding to the 
anti-Czech sentiment was that the 
Czech newspaper Auto Obrana “re- 
cently” attacked Konrad Henlein, 
leader of the Sudeten Germans, as 
“unprincipled and infamous.” 

Meanwhile, the German navy con- 
ducted what were called its biggest 
maneuvers. since the World War, 
with the 26,000-ton battleship Gneise- 
nau and three 10,000-ton pocket bat- 
tleships participating in the North 
Sea exercises and 60 units more due 
to join the maneuvers soon. 

German army maneuvers were 
under way, involving 900,000 regu- 
lars in 36 divisions as well as in 
estimated 500,000 reserves. 

Study of Economic Problem. 

Nazi experts studi@i: ways of 
strengthening Germany’s economic 
preparedness. They agreed the out- 
come of any future war no longer 
was solely dependent on arms su- 
premacy and that a healthy export 
trade, not isolation-producing auto- 
archy, is any country’s essential 
prerequisite for success in a long 
war—notwithstanding the Nazi's 
energetic program that has tried 20 
achieve economic self-sufficiency. 

Major-General Georg Thomas, 
head of the commissary staff, main- 
tained: “A new order of things in 
economic life must be established; 
it must be related closely to world 
trade and to the fulfillment of all 
self-sufficiency measures necessary 
to safeguard the nation.” 


Runciman Said to Have Sent Plea 
te Hitler Through Henlein. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 1—Informed 
persons in London said tonight 
that Viscount. Runciman, unofficial 
British mediator in the Sudeten 
German-Czechoslovakian crisis, had 
sent a plea for peace to Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler through Konrad Hen- 
lein, the Sudeten leader. 

These persons said that Runci- 
man, believing: in Henlsin's gen- 
uine desire for peace,” asked him 
to deliver the message to the Ger- 
man Fuehrer, whom Henlein vis- 
ited at Berchtesgaden today. 

The message was said to express 
the hope that Hitler would approve 
of the continuation of unofficial 
British mediation in the Czechoslo- 
vakian situation.

Hart took the witness stand aft- 
er Prison Guard Capt. James Me- 
Guire testified that heating was a 
customary punishment. * 

McGuire told a Coroner’s jury 
at an inquest into the deaths of 
four convicts that steam always 
had been used as a disciplinary 
measure, 95 

“Then you mean that heat has 
been put on in the ‘Klondike’ to 
make it more uncomfortable for 
the prisoners?” Assistant District 
Attorney John A. Boyle asked. 

“Yes.” 

Craven testified earlier that he 
knew the steam was on at least 15 
hours before the bodies of ¢he con- 
victs were found. 

Convict Called It Oven. 

Craven said Lew Eqwards, a pris- 
oner in another part of the jail, 
told him the “Klondike” was “like 
an oven” the day before the deaths 
were discovered. 

Testifying on the second day of 
the inquest into the deaths, Craven 
again named Hart as responsible 
for turning on the heat. Mills 
testified yesterday that Hart gave 
an unauthorized order to turn 
steam into the radiators in the pun- 
ishment building. 

Denies Giving Order. 

Craven said he “positively did 
not” instruct Hart or any guard 
to use steam heat as punishment 
on the 25 men confined in the cell- 
block, 

“Sunday afternoon was the 2 
time I thought of the heat,“ Cra- 
ven said, “the first I knew of it.” 


the heat rising” from the cell block. 

Craven explained that he had not 
investigated the convict’s report be- 
caube Capt. McGuire told him, in 
the presence of Warden Mills, that 
the heat had been turned off and 
that “everything was all right.” 

Craven testified earlier that iso- 
lation, confinement and a bread 
and water diet were the only pun- 
ishments meted out to unruly con- 
victs in the “Klondike.” 

He said he did not visit the build- 
ing himself, but that guards made 
trips there. 

Went Near 

Craven said he had ‘been within 
20 feet of the cell block the night 
before the convicts were found 
dead. 

Craven, taking the witness stand 
at the resumption of an inquest 
into the death, did not say wheth- 
er he heard any commotion. Pre- 
viously convicts told stories of the 
confined men screaming and beg- 
ging for mercy as the cells grew 
hot from steam heat from a bat- 
tery of radiators. 

Craven testified’ that he did not 
visit the “Klondike” cell block dur- 
ing the three nights and two days 
of the prisoners’ confinement and 
had come near it only once—on 
Sunday night, Aug. 21, when he was 
putting his automobile in a

day morning.

Some of Complaints. 

Among these complaints, many of 
which were turned over to postof- 
fice inspectors by the St. Louis Bet- 
ter Business Bureau, Burt said, was. 
one of a farmer’s wife who had 
been unable to collect anything on 
four $400 certificates, two of which 
insured the life of her husband, and 
two the life of her father. Her 
husband died in 1936 and her fa- 
ther in 1937. 

In many instances, Burt said, the 
associations reduced their liability 
under the certificates by reducing 
the period of grace from the 30 
days mentioned in the certificates 
to 10 days, doing this without no- 
tice to certificate holders. <A cer- 
tificate holder who became delin- 
quent by not paying within 10 
days after the payment was due 
found that his certificate was re- 
duced from a.maximum of $300 or 
$400 to its stated “minimum” of 
$50 or 3100. | 

All certificates were, originally, fo 
a “minimum” amount of protection, 
rising to a stated “maximum” after 
they had been in force for several 
years. But delinquents sometimes 
found, Burt said, that they were 
required to submit health certifi- 
cates as evidence of insurability to 
reinstate their benefit certificates, 
and often the health certificates 
were rejected as unsatisfactory, In 
such cases. when benefit certificates 
became payable, offers were made 
to the beneficiaries, Burt said, of as 
little as one-fifth of the stated 
“minimum,” a 

One of the complaints received by 
Burt was that of Mrs. Nora Trout, 
402 South Fourth street, East St. 
Louis, who said an offer of 34.50 
was made in settlement of a claim 
based on a $500 certificate. 

Protest From Indiana. 

Another complainant, Mrs. Bertha 
Taylor of Linton, Ind., said she 
was unable to obtain any offer cf 
settlement on two $400 certificates 
on the lives of relatives who had 
died. 

Mrs. Margie McCarmack of Kan- 
sas City wrote that although she 
had paid $100 in premiums on cer- 
tificates she carried she had been 
unable to obtain any information as 
to their value or status. 

The St. Louis companies barred 
from the mails had offices in the 
Fullerton /Building and were op- 
erated by A. Sloan Oliver, attor- 
ney, who told Burt he had charge 
of them for liquidation. They had 
about 3000 members who paid $1 a 
month each, Burt said. 

Two of them were originally in- 
corporated in Illinois, and one in In- 
diana, but when the laws of those 
states affecting mutual benefit as- 
sociations were changed they were 
reincorporated in Delaware. In 
May, last year, Delaware revised 
its laws, requiring such associations 
incorporated in Delaware to do 
business only in that State and to 
set up reserves to meet claims of 
beneficiaries.

REDUCTION 


‘Unions Refuse Arbitration 


and Decide to Take Bal- 
lot Among 929,000 Em- 
ployes.

CHICAGO, Sept. 1—Employes of 
the major railroads were asked to- 
day to decide whether they should 
strike in protest against a 15 per 
cent Wage cut. 

Leaders of 19 rail unions ordered 
a nationwide strike ballot among 
the 929,000 workers after the col- 
lapse yesterday of efforts to me- 
diate the wage dispute. 

The National Mediation Board, 
which has been striving for a set- 
tlement since Aug. 11, completed 
its role under the Railway Labor 
Act by suggesting arbitration. 

H. A. Enochs, chairman of the 
committee representing rail man- 
agement, said the carriers were 
willing to submit the controversy 
to arbitration. Union leaders re- 
fused. 

A strike vote was immediately ore 
dered by the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutive Association, representing 18 
unions, and the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainment. The balloting 
and tabulating will take about 26 
days. ) 

Enochs announced the wage 
would become effective Oct. 1. 

George M. Harrison, chairman of 
the Railway Labor Executive As- 
sociation, stated “organized railroad 
labor is determined to preserve ex- 
isting wage levels,” and that if 
railroad managements “persist in 
their wage-cutting program, a grave 
situation impends.” 

Enochs declared a reduction in 
railway wages was “necessary, jus- 
tified and inevitable,” and that a 
wage reduction “must come to fure 
ther the national welfare.”

Things would move slowly per- 
haps at first, because there would 
be less than $25,000,000 worth in 
circulation the first week, only $48,- 
600,000 the second week, and so on.

Communist Leader Earl Browder 
pronounced the plan unworkable.

And that is why Ranney, the up-

SEEKS TO LIMIT 
POWERS OF NLRB 


Wants to Protect Craft 
Unions’ Bargaining Rights 
and Stop Abrogating of 
Contracts. 


(This is the third of five articles 
on the prospective Congressional 
struggle over amendments to the 
Wagner National Labor Relations 
Act. 
the American Federation of Labor. 
A fourth will state the attitude of 
the CIO and the National Labor 
Relations Board, and a fifth. will 
discuss some implications of the 
study of British Labor Law initia 
ted by President Roosevelt.)

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. — The 
American Federation of Labor con- 
tends that the Wagner Act has 


proved primarily an instrument for 


unfairly promoting the fortunes of 
its rival, the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization. 

This has been due, first of all, 
its officials say, to the “bias,” the 
“maladministration,” and the pro- 
C I O attiude” expressed in the 
National Labor Relations Board de- 
cisions interpreting and applying 
the law. a, 

These decisions, the A. F. of L. 
charges, have consistently ignored 
the rights of the Federation’s craft 
unions and favored the industrial 
unions of the C I O. 

Craft vs. Industrial Union. 

A craft union is an organization 
of employes who work at a par- 
ticular trade or in a particular de- 
partment or other subdivision of a 
particular industry. An industrial 
union attempts to organize all the 
employes of an industry into one 
union, regardless of trades or de- 
partments. Conflicts have arisen in 
industries in which the 4. F. of L. 
has one or more well-organized 
craft union and the C I O has en- 
rolled other employes in an indus- 
trial union: Each union seeks the 


right of representing the employes 


in collective bargaining with the 
employer. 

Now the Wagner Act says that 
the Labor Board in such an instance 
shall decide which is to negotiate 
with the employer. It can say 
whether bargaining is to be on a 
craft basis or an industrial basis. 
Usually it orders a secret ballot of 
the employes. But nere, again, the 
board may decide whether the elec- 
tion shall be conducted on craft 
lines or industrial lines. Many de- 
cisions have called for an industri- 
al election and in several of these, 
the craft union, no matter how 


thoroughly organized as a unit, has 


found itself “outnumbered by the 
semi-skilled or unskilled workers 
of the C I O. 

Furthermore, the law says that 
the decision of a majority of tue 
employes in such a case shall be 
binding upon the whole. Thus the 
C I O has gone ahead with the 
bargaining and the craft union has 
found itself frozen out. 

A. F. of L. Statement. 

A recent A. F. of L. statement 
discussed instances of this and 
added: “Surely this s rot freedom 
for workers to choose their own 
unions and representatives for col- 
lective bargaining but unions de- 


mi veloped under Government patron- 


age.” 

In addition, the A. F. of L. is an- 
gry at board orders canceling con- 
tracts between the Federation's 
craft unions and their employers. 
These orders have been issued on 
the basis of a finding that the craft 
union was not the chosen collective 
bargaining agent of the *mployes. 
The A. F. of L. charges that in some 
cases contracts have been canceled 
without holding an election or tak- 
ing other appropriate steps to de- 
termine what the bargaining unit 
should be. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor regards contracts entered into 
through collective bargaining be- 
tween employers and employes as 
sacred and binding upon those who 
are parties thereto,” William Green, 
president of the Federation, said. 
“We believe that contracts thus ne- 
gotiated should be faithfully exe- 
cuted and carried out fully and 
completely. Thus the N L R B in 
its decisions setting aside valid 
agreements is destroying the sacred- 
ness of contracts and, as we be- 
lieve, striking a blow at collective 
bargaining.” 

Amendments to Be Urged. 

So, it is apparent that the Federa- 
tion’s two major objectives in the 
coming congressional battle will be 
amendments to safeguard the col- 
lective bargaining rights of its 
craft unions, and prevent the board 
from abrogating craft-union con- 
tracts once they are negotiated and 
signed. 

Green recently proposed that a 
section of the Railway Labor Act 
be inserted in the Wagner Act to 
make the latter provide that “the 
majority of any craft or class of 
employes shall have the right to de- 
termine who shall be” its collec- 
tive bargaining agent. 

Federation officials have talked

McAdoo, was defeated with a 
weapon of Mr. Roosevelt’s own in- 
vention. Senator McAdoo and his 
eminent backer were not beaten on 
a Democratic party issue. They 
were showed under because better 
experts in funny money snowed 
them under by out-Roosevelting 
Roosevelt.

The California primary, in which 
Senator McAdoo has apparently 
been defeated, presents a samewhat 
different picture. Although it can 
be no more pleasing to the White 
House than the South Carolina poll- 
ing, the · issues were confused by 
the “$30-every-Thursday” pension 
plan, the latest fantasy to beguile 
California’s thousands of sun-baked 
grandmas and grandpas. ... It 
is difficult, however, to sympathize 
with the New Dealers in their tear- 
ful dismay over such wnorthodox 
“short-cuts to Utopia.” In a large 
measure New Deal philosophy, with 
its accent on the abundant life for 
everybody and its theory that pros- 
perity is wholly dependent on mass 
spending-power, is responsible for 
their vogue. Now, first in Cali- 
fornia and probably later in other 
states, the chickens are coming 
home to roost. 


Baltimore Sun—The chief factor 
in the election of “Cotton Ed” 
Smith seems to have been a resur- 
gence of the very thing that Mr. 
Roosevelt hag tried so hard to de- 
stroy.

FATALLY SHOT BY BROTHER 


Lads Playing With Shotgun at Time 
in Their Home Near Bloom- 
ington, Ind. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Sept. 1 
Clifford Cain, 8 years old, who shot 
and killed his mother three years 
ago while trying to scare her, was 
fatally shot yesterday by his broth- 
er, Robert,*10.

ing the World War, and of the act 
of the Legislature specifically ex- 
cluding. members of the Students’ 
Army Training Corps from such 
benefits, will be made by the At- 
torney-General’s office, which re- 
cently gave an opinion that the 
student soldiers were entitled to the 
bonus. 

This announcement was made to- 
day by Assistant Attorney-General 
William Orr Sawyers, who wrote 
the opinion which was approved by 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick, 
after it had been called to his at- 
tention by the Post-Dispatch that 
the 1924 amendment, which would 
provide the funds for payment of 
the bonues to S. A. T. C. students, 
at a cost of $300,000 to $375,000: to 
Missouri taxpayers, had not been 
considered in the opinion. McKitt- 
rick is on vacation. 

$10,000,000 in Bonds Issued. 

As previously told by the 
Post-Dispatch, officers of the 
American Legion recently began ef- 
forts to obtain ‘bonuses for 
S. A. T. C. members, questioning 
for tne first time the 17-year-old act 
of the Legislature declaring they 
were not eligible. Funds derived 
from a $15,000,000 bond issue 
authorized by adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment at a special 
election, Aug. 2, 1921, were ex- 
hausted by May 1, 1923. Conse- 
quently, a $4,600,000 bond issue to 
pay additional bonus claims was 
approved by the adoption of the 
second constitutional amendment 
on Feb. 26, 1924. Now, 14 years 
later, $1,000,000 of these latter 
bonds remain unissued. There is a 
balance of $13,024 in the soldiers’ 
bonus fund and virtually all claims 
except those of S. A. T. C. members 
have been paid. 

Sawyer’s opinion, in preparing 
which he collaborated with Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Tyre Burton, 
contended that the act of the Leg- 
islature at a second extra session 
in 1921, setting up the administra- 
tive machinery for the payment of 
the bonus, was unnecessary except 
as to its provision for selling the 
bonds for $15,000,000, authorized by 
the 1921 constitutional amendment. 

The remainder of the legislative 
act was surplusage, they contended, 
The provision of the 1921 constitu- 
tional amendment providing for 
payment of a bonus to Missouri 
citizens who had “served honorably 
in the military and naval forces vf 
the United States” during the World 
War, they said, was illegally quali- 
fied by the législative act which 
stated that the bonus should be 
paid to “soldiers,” that the word 
“soldier” should not be construed to 
mean or include persons who served 
as students in school or college 
training corps.” 

The 1924 Amendment. 

But the 1924 constitutional 
amendment provided that the ad- 
ditional bonds for $4,600,000 should 
be issued not only for the purposes 
authorized by the 1921 constitutional 
amendmerit, but also in accordance 
with the act of the Legislature 
which excluded S. A. T. C. mem- 
bers. 

In addition to this reference to 
the legislative act, the text of the 
1924 constitutional amendment, 
adopted by vote of the people, spe- 
cifically provided further that “all 


of the provisions of said act shall 
apply to and govern the issuance 
and payment of the principal and 
interest of the bonds herein author- 
ized and the disbursement of the 
proceeds thereof without further 
legislative action. 

In support of their contention 
that the part of the legislative act 
defining “soldier” was illegal sur- 
plusage, Sawyers and Burton cited 
a decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court holding that the constitu- 
tional amendment of 1921 was self- 
enacting except that it required a 
legislative act before the bonds 
could be sold. The same decision, 
reported in 237 Southwestern, Page 
752, states, however, that the legis- 
lative act “is valid in every par- 
ticular.” The decision was on a 
friendly test suit brought to assure 
the validity of the $15,000,000 bond 


issue. 
As Sawyers Sees It. d 

When Sawyers’ attention was 
called by the Post-Dispatch to the 
language of the 1924 constitutional 
amendment, he said he would look 
into the question further. But he 
took the position that reference to 
the 1921 legislative act referred 
only to the machinery of disburse- 
ment, and did not include the sec- 
tion excluding S. A. T. C., although 
it provided that all of the provi- 
sions of said act shall apply to and 
govern . .. the disbursement of 
the proceeds thereof.” 

His personal construction con- 
fined “disbursement” to a connota- 
tion of methods and procedure, 
even after judicial and statutory 
definitions of words and phrases“ 
in the Supreme Court Library was 
found to say that “ ‘disbursement’ 


ment.“ 

The opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department, requested by Ad- 
jutant-General Lewis M. Means, 
who administers bonus funds, gave 
impetus to the movement of Amer- 
ican Legion officers to obtain bene- 
fits for S. A. T. C. members. Means 
said he would make no payments 
on the basis of the department 
opinion alone, however, and Dewey 
Routh, Nevada attorney and Judge- 
Advocate of the Missouri organiza- 
tion, announced he would file a 
test suit. 

Attorney-General’s Dilemma. 

The test suit, Routh said, would 
be a mandamus petition filed in 
the Missouri Supreme Court to 
compel the Adjutant-General and 
the appeal board, composed of the 
Governor, Attorney-General and 
Secretary of State, to approve the 
payment of a bonus to Charles H. 
Hatten of Nevada, a former 
S. A. T. C. member. His claim 
had been refustd by the Adjutant- 
General and by the appeal board. 
The representative of the Attorney- 
General of the appeal board, how- 
ever, voted to pay the claim, there- 
by being consistent with the legal 
opinion which had been rendered 
at the time. 

Consequently, the test case would 
place the Attorney-General, as legal 
adviser of State departments de- 
fending the Adjutant-General, in 
the position of opposing a stand 
which he took as a member of the 
appeal board. 

With the disclosure by the 
Post-Dispatch of Routh’s activity 
in the capacity of a Legion officer 
after consultation with State Com- 
mander Fred Chambers of Kansas 
City, St. Louis delegates to the State 
convention of the American Le- 
gion, to be held at Cape Girardeau 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday, last 
Friday night unanimously adopted 
a resolution condemning the action 
as unauthorized by the organiza- 
tion. 


WAGE-HOUR COMMITTEES 
NOT TO BE PERMANENT 


Administrator will 
Function Only Until They Agree 
on Recommendations.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. —Elmer 


F. Andrews, wage-hour administra- 
tor, said yesterday that industry 
committees appointed under the act 
would function only until they could 
agree on minimum wage recom- 
mendations.

YOKOHAMA HIT 
FIRST BY STORM 


34 Ships Driven Aground 
—Entire Village of 300 
Houses Destroyed—Rice 
Crop Suffers: 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 1.—At least 34 per- 
sons are known to have been killed 
and scores of others are missing 
today, after a 75-mile-an-hour ty- 
phoon that caused heavy damage in 
Tokio and Yokohama. 

Meager reports over crippled 
communication lines indicated 
heavy property losses outside Tokio, 
but casualties, apparently, were 
comparatively small. 

The typhoon roared northwest- 
ward over the Japan Sea toward 
the mainland of Asia. Meteorolo- 
gists said it might change its 
course, however. 

Police estimated 15,000 persons 
were homeless in Tokio alone as 
the terrific winds flattened many 
homes. 

Thirty-four passenger and freight 
ships were driven aground, mostly 
in Tokohama, which shared the 
brunt of the storm with Tokio. Hun- 
dreds of small boats were wrecked 
and one freighter broke in two. 

Police said an entire village of 
800 houses near Maebashi, in cen- 
tral Japan, was wiped out but most 
residents were believed to have es- 
caped. 

The storm came before dawn, 
striking first at Yokohama, on the 
coast 18 miles from Tokio. There 
still was a strong gale here at 11 
a. m., but the weather bureau said 
it was passing in a northwesterly 
direction and the worst was over. 

15,000-Ton Ship Grounded, 

The largest of the steamers to 
go around in Yokohama harbor 
was the 15,346-ton Chitral of the 
Peninsular & Oriental Line, Its 
moorings snapped, and the ship 
swerved and cut the lines of two 
other craft. All three were driven 
to shore, 

Another Japanese freighter nosed 
into the rocks near Yokohama 
lighthouse. A small freighter was 
reported breaking up under the 
hammering of enormous waves. 

Other ships weighed anchors and 
turned toward the open sea, One 
watcher reported he saw a number 
of small boats overturned in the 
Yokohama harbor. 

Ninety thousand houses in Tokio 
were flooded partly, 209 houses 
were destroyed, and 300 were un- 
roofed or otherwise damaged. 
Streets of Tokio were carpeted 
with broken grass, branches of 
trees and even timbers. Electric 
wires dangled dangerously. 
Factory Buildings D 
Brick and concrete factory build- 
ings between Yokohama and Tokio 
suffered moderate damage. 

Two Korean students received ka- 
tal electric shocks from a wire 
which fell into the street. A girl, 
18 years old, was crushed when her 
house. collapsed. One man was 
killed by a falling chimney. Broken 
wires decommissioned 20,000 tele- 
phones here. 

Nine persons were hurt * the 
brick wall of a bath house crum- 
pled.

CALIFORNIA. COURT UPHOLDS 
SALUTE TO FLAG BY PUPILS 


Supreme Bench, Ruling on Expul- 
sion, Says Regulation Does Not 
Infringe Religious Freedom.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1—The 
State Supreme Court upseld yester- 
day a school regulation requiring 
12-year-old Charlotte Gabrielli to 
salute the flag. 

Charlotte was expelled from a 
school in Sacramento three years 
ago. because she refused to salute 
the flag. She said she was a mem- 
ber of a religious group which con- 
sidered a flag salute an act of 
idolatry. 

In reversing a lower court’s order 
readmitting Charlotte to school, the 
Supreme Court held “it clearly ap- 
pears that the exaction of the State 
of . . . patriotic duties may 
not be interpreted as infringement 
of the religious freedom clauses of

TO GERMAN BISHOPS 


Says. Pope Has Attacked Honor 
of Germans and Is in League 
With Enemies.

BERLIN, Sept. 1.— Das Schwarze- 
korps, mouthpiece of Adolf Hitler’s 
Schutzstaffel bodyguard, is the’ 
first Nazi publication to comment 
on the recent pastoral letter of 


German Catholic bishops. In an ar- 
ticle yesterday entitled “Great Lies 
of Political Catholicism,” Das 
Schwarzekorps replied to charges 
that attacks on the church were 
becoming “more violent” and that 
their aim was to destroy the 
church. 

The publication cited figures 
based, it said, on official church 
reports and statistics in an effort 
to show how Catholic life in Ger- 
many flourished in the last five 
years, how church buildings were 
erected with supplementary state 
aid and how church meetings were 
promoted. 

Das Schwarzekorps asserted that 
the bishops in charging that Pope 
Pius’ honor had been attacked 
failed to take notice of “poisonous 
attacks on the honor of the Gere 
man people” by the Pope in ency- 
clicals on the radio and in other 
addresses. 

“If the assertions of the Holy 
Father are ‘made out of the dutiful 
task of protecting German Cath- 
olics in their beliefs,’ then we like- 
wise out of duty have refuted his 
statements which particularly have 
not been conducive to protecting 
the Catholic faith in Germany but 
rather to supporting Bolshevism,” 
Das Schwarzekorps stated. 

The paper asserted that the Pope 
was in silent league with Gere 
many's enemies.” 

It declared that if any “faithe 
ful Catholic” official had been dis- 
charged, “then he has carried on 
sabotage in the name of Christ 
against the National Socialist 
mate...” 

The article ended with a chal 
lenge “to name a country in which 
within so few years so many, 
churches and cloisters were built, 
particularly with state allowance, 
as in Germany since 1933.” 

Whereas in “Bolshevistic coun- 
tries the spirit of religious hate 
rages, in Germany Catholics can 
visit their churches undisturbed, 
and churches and shrines stand un- 


der lawful protection.”

Case History of S. A. T. C. Member. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR attitude in regard to the sug- 

gested payment of a bonus to mem- 
bers of the S. A. T. C. is certainly sur- 
prising and I am sure that if you were 
in full possession of the facts, you would 
reverse your stand on this. 

As a former member of the S. A. T. C. 
at St. Louis University, I would like to 
give you a brief history. I left employ- 
ment at $110 a month to enter the S. A. T. 
C. on Sept. 24, 1918, and was honorably 
discharged on Dec. 20, 1918. My reasons 
for joining the S. A. T. C. were, first to 
avoid the draft; second, to select the 
branch of service I preferred (artillery); 
third, because of the possibility of being 
sent to the officers’ training camp at 
Camp Kearny, Cal., after three months’ 
training and study in the S. A. T. C. I 
was 18 at the time and would have been 
in the October draft. ‘i 

Of the more than 600 members of the 
S. A. T. C. at St. Louis University, I 
have no hesitancy in saying that more 
than 50 per cent left jobs to enlist in 
that unit. Six of my friends did so. 
After my discharge, I could not regain 
my old position and was out of work 
until about the end of January, 1919. 

But the attitude of the American Le- 
gion on this question is even more sur- 
prising. It happens that I am a mem- 
ber of same and I know there was no 
question about the authenticity of my 
regular army discharge when they per- 
suaded me to become a member. No one 
has ever accused the Legion of being 
timid about asking for a bonus, and they 
are certainly sticking their necks out 
on this question.

The Post-Dispatch threw a new and revealing light 
yesterday on the series of devious Circuit Court 
maneuvers in which the Joseph F. Dickmann Real 
Estate Co., of which Mayor Dickmann is inactive 
head, and the.

That this fits the pattern of the similar sale by 
the Dickmann company of 20 pieces of property for 
the closed Savings Trust Co. and the West St. Louis 
Trust Co—also being liquidated by the State Finance 
Department—is evident from putting the two cases 
side by side. | ) 

Let us go back over.the affair, step by step. 

(1) The Dickmanh company has exclusive contract 
with the State Finance Department to sell real estate 
owned by ning§closed banks in the process of liquidat- 
ing those banks and paying off depositors and credi- 
tors. ) 

(2) Under these exclusive contracts, the Dickmann 
company last July sold 20 pieces of property belong- 
ing to the defunct Savings Trust Co. and West St. 
Louis Trust Co. to Nat Glick, real estate dealer, for 
$58,750. 

(3) On Aug. 5, counsel for Sam Michaelson, an- 


other real estate dealer, filed a motion in Circuit 


Court for the revocation of the gale, alleging that this 
dealer had made a higher bid for the property which 
went to Glick, and that this higher bid was not 
submitted to the State Finance Department for con- 
sideration. This dealer also asked for a resale of 
the property. 

(4) Six days later, Deputy State Finance Commis- 
sioner Lockett asked Circuit Judge Kirkwood, who 
had issued the order approving the sale to Glick, to 
set the sale aside. Mr. Lockett charged the Dickmann 
company with a breach of its fiduciary relationship 
and with failure to exert its best efforts to obtain 
highest possible prices for the sale of the property 
of the closed banks. He asked that the property be 
resold: on the basis of new. bids, and that the Dick- 
mann company be deprived of its exclusive contract 
to sell property for the State Finance Department. 

(5) Glick thereupon filed an answer to the mo- 
tions of the other real estate dealer and to those of 
Deputy Finance Commissioner Lockett, claiming that 
he had purchased the property in good faith, that he 
had put up earnest money and that he had entered into 
no secret agreement with the Dickmann company. 

(6) With two motions before him asking revoca- 
tion of the sale, Circuit Judge Kirkwood now re- 
voked it on his own, without reference to either of 
the motions. He explained that he was taking “ju- 
dicial notice of the ugly rumors,” but he held no 
hearings on the pending motions. In fact, hts revoca- 
tion on his own had the effect of ruling the protest- 
ing motions out of court. 

(7) State Finance Commissioner R. W. Holt—Gov. 
Stark’s personal banker from his hometown of Louis- 
iana—now comes on the scene.

Questions literally shout themselves at the princi- 
pals in this unsavory drama. 

The obligation of the Dickmann company under 
its exclusive contracts was to see that best possible 
prices were obtained for closed bank depositors in 
the sale of their bank real estate. Did the Dickmann 
company do this when it sold qne set of properties 
for which one real estate dealer was willing to pay 
more and sold another set which was resold quickly 
at a profit of $6500? 

The obligation of Judge Kirkwood is to see that 
justice is done in his court. Did he do this when 
he revoked the sale of the 20 pieces of property on 
his own, thus causing the charge of bad faith upon 
the part of the Dickmann company, brought by Depu- 
ty Finance Commissioner Lockett, to go unheard and 
unanswered? 

The obligation of Finance Commissioner Holt is 
to protect the unfortunate depositors in Missouri's 
closed State banks. Did he do this when he repu- 
diated his deputy, Mr. Lockett, and gave the Dick- 
mann company a clean bill of health? 

Mayor Dickmann says that he did not know about 
the real estate transactions. Let us assume that this 
is true. Then does he not want the charges fully 
Investigated and the company with which he is as- 
sociated cleared if innocent? 

Finally, what does Gov. Stark think? Mr. Holt is 
his appointee, who pledged himself on taking office 
“to retain the high efficiency of the department.”

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ANOTHER SETBACK FOR ARTHUR SCHADING.

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GROWTH OF THE YOUTH HOSTELS MOVEMENT. 

The youth hostels movement, which began in Eu- 
rope and is now well established along the Atlantic 
seaboard from Maine to Georgia, may yet cross the 
Mississippi. Just now it is spreading out from Chi- 
cago with trails leading to Ann Arbor, Mich., La 
Crosse, Wis., and Rockford, III. 

In the Chicago area, the plan is that which has 
proved so successful elsewhere. Trails for hikers 
and cyclists are laid out and along them approved 
farmhouses and town dwellings are designated as 
“hostels” for overnight stops. Bunks are 25 cents 
each, and with that goes the privilege of preparing 
breakfast. Boys and girls on bicycles or riding 
shanks’ ponies have found these established stopping 
places the guarantee of comfortable and safe lodg- 
ings, while many a farm couple knows the plan as 
an easy and pleasant method of supplementing in- 
come from the fields and barnyard. 

St. Louis is the center of a section of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley made to order for a hostels move- 
ment. Down the river to Ste. Genevieve, or on the 
Illinois side to Fort Chartres and Kaskaskia, south- 
west into the Ozarks, west to St. Charles and beyond, 
north across the Lewis and Clark country to historic 
Alton, and on around the compass, trails could be 
laid out through historically interesting and scenical- 
ly attractive country. As Missouri becomes more and 
more of an outdoor recreation state, a chain of such 
lodgings ought to cross and recross the Ozarks from 
one State park to another.

Plan for a New Tax System 


Present methods place huge burden on both business and consumer, writer says; 
suggests reform by levying only upon incomes, and not upon property or consump- 
tion; asserts this would encourage industrial expansion, and avert confiscation in 
bad times; by reducing living costs, he adds, plan would increase mass buying power. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NDER the present system, taxation is 
[J ieviea upon production and consumption. 
This imperils the ownership of both 
capital wealth and the necessities of life. 
It constitutes by far the major part of our 


tax bill, because practically all taxation, 


even a percentage of income taxation, is 
now hidden in the price of goods and is 
passed on from producer to producer, from 
wholesaler to retailer, until the final bill 
is settled upon the ultimate consumer. 

The vicious aspect of this kind of tax- 
ation arises from the fact that it is a fixed 
part of the cost of production and the cost 
of living. It is assessed upon industry and 
business without regard to their earning 
power, so that. capital faces the prospect 
of confiscation if it cannot earn its fixed 
charges of taxation. Consumers likewise 
should understand that this form of tax- 
ation confiscates the necessities of life 
from those whose incomes are insufficient 
to pay the tax bill now included in the 
cost of life’s barest essentials. 


Industry can protect itself, temporarily, 
against the ravages of a tax system col- 
lected under threat of foreclosing property, 
by accumulating reserves against the con- 
tingency of annual losses, But when cor- 
porations or individuals accumulate savings, 
they decrease the current supply of buying 
power in circulation. An individual saves 
because he buys less than he is able to buy. 
A corporation builds up reserves only at the 
expense of dividends or wages, or both. 

The facts of the case are these: Pro- 
duction and consumption taxation is anti- 
capitalistic because it is contrary to every 
theory of private ownership. It imposes 
tax burdens on industry and individual alike 
which necessitate a tremendous amount of 


Savings as a price for the safety of owner- 


ship. Next, it restricts the use of these 
funds by the double-edged method of reduc- 
ing mass buying power and imposing a fear- 
ful tax upon the enterpriser, so that new 
development, home ownership and all kinds 
of economic expansion become dangerous 
and unprofitable. Consequently, the volume 
of savings offered for use exceeds the de- 
mand for them, so that frozen purchasing 
power accumulates in banks and other fi- 
nancial institutions. This, as the Brook- 
ings Institution has pointed out, is the sus- 
taining cause of under-consumption, unem- 
ployment and general economic chaos. 
. * 


Now let us paint what might be a far 
more pleasing picture provided our tax sys- 
tem could be revised to conform more to 
the needs of a capitalistic economy. | 

Suppose, by an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, the people should limit the in- 
ternal taxing power of the Federal, state 
and local governments to levies upon the 
net income only of individuals and corpora- 
tions, and suppose the taxable income of

Business would be relieved of the neces-

the sale of merchandise slowed down. The 
capitalist, the home owner and the farmer 
would pay their tax bills upon net income 
instead of upon the value of their property, 
so they no longer would face the prospect 
of paying an exorbitant percentage of 
their incomes to the Government in bad 
times in order to protect their holdings 
from confiscation. 

As a result of decreasing the perils of 
ownership, the necessity of reserves and 
savings, as a safety feature of ownership, 
would be reduced. Corporations could there- 
fore increase their payments in dividends 
and payrolls. Home owners and farmers 
could utilize more of their income as direct 
purchasing power. Labor would profit not 
only ag a result of higher payrolls, but 
because increased buying power would mean 
more jobs. 

Expansion and development could be un- 
dertaken tax-free because new wealth would 
be. produced tax-free. This, coupled with in- 
creased consumer buying power, would 
make it profitable to utilize more savings 
for capital expansion. The disparity between 
the supply and demand for savings could be 
reduced to a point where the purchasing 
power of savings would be in constant circu- 
lation and the nation would have the buying 
power to consume all it could produce. 

When a nation reaches that situation, it 
has really achieved prosperity and the social 
injustices which afflict us today are well on 
the way to automatic solution.

_Income taxation taxes in accordance with 
ability to pay. It therefore holds out to 
the consumer the prospect of relief from 
an exorbitant taxation which in the lower 
income groups today is a positive social in- 
justice. For the consumer, taxation on in- 
come alone does this: It enables him to buy 
all goods tax-free. Therefore an exemption 
placed as low as $500 per family will pay 
real dividends to the consumer. Starting 
from this point up, a fair, graduated tax 
on income instead of consumption would 
bring direct tax relief to all consumers well 
up into the middle income groups. 

From a selfish point of view, business 
should be favorable to the prospect of con- 
sumer relief, because it means more com- 
modity and luxury purchasing power, more 
business and the prospect of larger, mere 
even returns. | 

From a social point of view, it would 
create opportunities for better living stand- 
ards and capital accumulation, not only for 
the security of the Forgotten Man, but for 
the security of democratic government and 
capitalistic institutions. 


The higher income groups would neces- . 


sarily assume a larger personal share of 
the nation’s tax bill in order to compensate 
for the equitable reduction due the lower 
income groups when consumer taxation is 


abolished, This does not mean that the ac- 


tual tax burden of the rich man will be as 
high or as confiscatory as it is now. Ac- 
tually, it is possible that he will pay out 
fewer tax dollars than he does now. .

Louis medical and dental societies, 
which established the Group Hos- 
pital Service, Inc., and provides a 
means for installment payment of 
medical fees. 

Those Who Are Eligible. 

Under the new plan of the 
Dental Society the service will be 
available only to employe groups 
who may accept it, those recom- 
mended by personnel managers of 
business firms, and those recom- 
mended by social service agencies. 

This limitation was imposed, Dr. 
Jacobsmeyer said, to avoid overtax- 
ing the facilities of the bureau. 

“It is, not the intention,” he said, 
“to supplant the present setups for 
the care of the outright indigent. 
However, it is expected that many 
of the cases coming .under the su- 
pervision of the bureau will indicate 
a low income that may warrant 
free service. In these cases the 
dentist will even provide the nec- 
essary material. 

“This appears to be the first in- 
stance in which a dental society 
has evolved a plan whereby pa- 
tients can go to their own dentists, 
upon referral by the bureau, and 
not havé any financial dealing with 
the dentist whatever. It must be 
distinguished from schemes for the 
repayment of loans and prepay- 
ment insurance of any sort, as the 
basis of remuneration is accepted 
by the dentist on the recommenda- 
tion of the social service depart- 
ment of the Medical-Dental Service 
Bureau.

“While the “dental profession

Fits Small Oven. 

This new, more compact style of 
cut was designed to meet the de- 
mand for a roast which will fit 
conveniently into a small pan in a 


small oven, A home-maker might 


purchase a whole leg of lamb even 
for a small family, unting on 
serving the left-over portion in 
delicious dishes, but a less easily 
solved problem arose when the cuit 
proved too large for her tiny oven, 

The American style leg of lamb 
is prepared by pulling the flesh 
back from the shank, removing the 
shank bone at the knuckle joint 
and then tucking the shank meat 
into a pocket on the inside of. thé 
leg. The shank meat is thus pro- 
tected from over-cooking. The re- 
sult is a compact cut which will fit 
into a small roasting pan. 

Roast Leg of Lamb. 

This leg of lamb is roasted by the 
usual method of roasting. Season 
with salt and pepper and rub with 
garlic, if desired. Place skin side 
down on a rack in an open pan. 
Do not add water. Do not cover. 
Roast in a slow oven (300 degrees) 
until the desired degree of done- 
ness is reached. If a roast-meat 
thermometer is used, it should 
register 175 degrees F. for medium- 
done lamb, and 180 degrees F. for 
well-done lamb. Allow approximate- 
ly 30-35 minutes to the pound, 
The flavor of roast lamb is en- 
hanced by an accompaniment of 
fruit. For instance, what could be 
better than a border of mint apples 
placed about an American style leg 
of lamb? 

Mint Apples. 

Six tart apples, 

Two cups sugar. 

One cup water. 

Green vegetable coloring. 

Oil of peppermint. 

Make a syrup of cooking the sug- 
ar and water together.’ Color with 
green vegetable coloring, used spar- 
ingly. Flavor with a few drops of 


apples and simmer in the mint 
syrup until tender but not soft. 
Place in a border around the roast 
and garnish with mint leaves.

E have pointed out the fundamental necessity of diphtheria immu- 

nization for every child entering school for the first time. Parents 

may neglect this in infancy, or feel that the child is too young to 

have these treatments, but when the school age comes along, all such 
a ae = procrastinations should come to an end. 

What other immunizations should be 
made at this period? Well, it hardly seems 
that it should be necessary to speak of small- 
pox vaccination again, but apparently it is. 
We have been lulled to security about small- 
pox because the practice of vaccination al- 
most drove it, like diphtheria, from the mod- 
érn world, and parents are not as strict 
about having vaccination done as they were 
in my day. 

But contagious diseases sleep; they do 
not die. Smallpox still exists around and 
| ; about. Every once in a while little epidem- 

ics break out here and there. And it is es- 

OR. CLENDENING. timated today that the numerical ratio of 
the unvaccinated population would result in a very serious situation if 
an epidemic of smallpox were to start in the United States.

Such a possibility is by no means remote. In an editorial in the 


Journal of the American Medical Association it is pointed out that 1937 
witnessed another rise in the incidence of the disease here. In 1936 
there were 7044 cases reported, In 1937 there were 11,806 cases. 

From such a menace your children should be protected by vaccina- 
tion. 
Incidentally, re-vaccination should be done every seven years for 
about three times—that is to say, the first vaccination should be made 
during the first year, then re-vaccination at seven, 14 and 21 years. 
After that immunity is supposed to be complete. 

Immunity to diphtheria lasts a long time after toxoid administra- 
tion. We have not been giving it long enough to know just how long, 
but six or seven years at least. The earlier in life it is given, the longer 
the immunity lasts, another argument for eafly tion,

One other disease for which we have efficient immunization is ty- 
phoid fever, and while there is not the danger of contracting this in 
school so much because it is not spread by contact, still it seems to 
mo since we face the question of immunization now, it is just as well 
to think of anti-typhoid vaccination. 

Of course, all these immunizations should not be given close to- 
gether. This little sermon of mine is really meant for the parents of 
children who will be going to school next year or year after that. With 
that much time in reserve, all three of these prophylactic

„I've been torn from head to foot, 
had broken bones, a skull injury, 
been pretty thoroughly mauled, oh, 
18 or 20 times.

they ure a liability, and cause trou- 
ble to trainer and circus. Later for 
Ringling Brothers I handled nine 
tigers and a black jaguar, but oth- 
erwise always tigers alone. They 
are more vicious than lions, but bet- 
ter to train. Now I am working 
both because they thought it would 
be cute if I did. 


“Lions and tigers are deadly ene- 


mies, and go for each other in a 


minute. It takes a long time to 


train them to work together. I 
‘usually start out with a large en- 


closure, with lions and tigers on 
opposite sides, at least 40 feet apart. 
As I put one group through its 
work I make the other stay in its 
place. Gradually the enclosure is 
made smaller, bringing the groups 


closer together, until at last they 


are used to being around each other 
about four feet apart. I never let 
them get closer than that or they 
fight. 

“There have been and are women 
who work the tigers, but I am the 
only woman who trains them. Some 
have tried training, but never more 
than a year or two. Usually a man 
trains the animals for their act 
and then the woman takes 
them over, but 4fter all, when 
someone breaks them in, he 
doesn’t like to let another person 
handle them. And it is best to 
break them, if you work them. They
